The Applicant has amended claims 4-7, 9-14, 16 and 17, to add the qualifier 'computer' to the various claimed 'units', in an attempt to place 
these claims in a statutory category of invention under the terms of 35 U.S. C. § 1 01 . 

This amendment fails to place the claims in a statutory category of invention, however. 

The claims are still cited in terms of a 'computer-based system', but the system consists only of a number of 'computer units', which would 
be interpreted by an ordinary artisan, in light of the specification, as comprising only software. 

The requirements under 35 U,S,C, § 101 is that software must be claimed in combination with an appropriate medium and/or structure (i.e., 
hardware), such that the claimed functionality can be realized. 

The amendment does not change what is being claimed, and does not add any sturcture to the claimed invention. All the amendment does 
is to adjust the terminology used from a number of 'units' to a number of 'computer units'. However, those 'computer units' would still be 
interpreted by an ordinary artisan in light of the specification as comprised entirely of software. 

The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 are maintained.. 
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
